Uhlmann arrived in Bombay from Colombo as a deck 
passenger on the s.s.Conte Verde on 25.9.23. On 
arrival at Bombay he described hinself as Barom v.ax 
Uhlmann, and as a student of the University of Vienna: 
he stated that he would be in India for about three 
montha.: He arrived at Jodhpur on 26th idem and put 
up with a lir.Fergusson, Kxecutive kngineer,Fr. ii... 
Jodhpur, whose sister he had met on board the s.s.Conte 
Verde in August last when he had told iiiss Fergusson 
that he was in the Austrian Secret Service. He is said 
to ‘inve come to Jodhpur uninvited and unannounced, 

After his arrival at Jodhpur, Uhlmann sent his 
passport to Karachi to obtain a visa for Afghanistan 
but it was retvrned uncomplied with. This fact and his 
general conversation aroused iir. Fergusson's suspicion 
who asked him to leave his house; he lent him Ra.50/- where+ 
with to do S06e He left Jodhpyr for Karachi as a 3rd 
class passenger, apparently with the intention of going 
to Bushire, 

While in Jodhour, Uhlmann is reported to have 
said that he had been in China in connection with some 
work for his govermment, and that he ma chartered an
